located in a small closet in the inspec- 
tor's office.

postal authorities s,iy it appears to work 
well.

Washington, Nov. 11.—The pay depart- 


ment of th« navy played a most import- 
ant part In the wa.r, as It aiipt\d.rs irom 
the annual report of Paymaster <Jener,U 
Ed\\ln Stewart. Aside from the mei- 
disbursements of funds in wages rii.1 
•salaries, the pay department is Lharsud 
With the procurement of all supplies fur 
the navy. The paymaster gentru.1 says 
that the outbreak of hostilities found 
the supply department of th<- ria\} or- 
ganized under a system that for more 
than eight years had been in process of 
thoughtful and painstaking develop- 
ment. Under u the strain ot the war 
was met easily and sustained through- 
out with satisfactory results. 


During the period of active operations, 


193 vessels were furnished and ktpt sup- 
plied with all necessary btores. A ba^e 
of faupplies was established at Key West 
early in March and stones for SuOO men 
for three months were kept on nand 
Supplies for 4000 men at Mare Island for 
4000 at Norfolk and for 3000 at New York 
were also accumulated. 


Before the outbreak of war, early in 


April, Admiral Dewey was directed t.i 
buy the collier Xanshan and th* supply 
ship Zaflro, the latter loaded with pro- 
visions, so that when -vsar broke out the 
Asiatic fleet was in possession of five 
months' supplies 
Early m May the 


Pekm was dispatched from San Fran- 
cisco with three months' additional sup- 
plies. 


A week after her purchase, on May T, 


the refrigerating steamer Supply sailed 
for Cuba, loaded with fresh meat, fruit, 
ice and other supplies. Th* Celtic and 
Glacier were also purchased and speed- 
ily sailed to supply the fleet \vith fresh 
meat and vegetables. A refrigerating 
steamer was sent in June to join Admiral 
Dewey with a million and a quarter 
pounds of fresh food. 


The bureau supplied over 1,000,000 gar- 


ments, to meet the needs of the naval 
militia and the revenue and lighthouse 
•ervicps, which had been transferred to 
the navy. Notwithstanding the haste, 
ttl« supplies secured were the best of 
their kind, and the prices paid were in 
Jnany cases lower than before the com- 
mencement of hostilities. During tho 
past fiscal year the total expenditures 
for additions to the navy wei e J22.1S2.326, 
of which arnout $7,041,051 was paid on ac- 
count of construction of new ships. Re- 
pairs for ships cost »3,923,803, and the 
maintenance of ships in commission, in- 
cluding salaries and rations, cost ?ll,- 
062,393.

an argument to demonstrate that the 
promptness and economy with which 
supplies were secured in the rush in- 
cident to the 'war were largely due to the 
naval supply fund, which enabled the 
bureau to carry a large line of articles in 
stock. All the available sp*c« tn vh* 
principal navy yards Is now overcrowd- 
ed, and unless additional store houses 
•re provided the supply department wil 
be greatly hampered. To meet iminedi' 
nte requlfements, he recommends tha 
the pay corps be increased at once by li 
p*ai«»d assistants and 15 assistants,wnll. 
wltji this It -will be necessary In the £u 
tune to add 49 to the corps.
